One resulted in a verdict of heavy 
damages; one in defeat of plaintiff, 
and the third is now’ on trial, and 
furnishes the' latest evidence that 
the 
man is 
protected 
by 
some 
influence 
vrhich 
maintains 
his 
proverbial immunity from danger, 
or at 
least 
seiious 
injury. 
The 
sister cf the plaintiff in the case 
on trial fired a shot at Baldwdn’s 
bald pate at short range a few days 
ago and took his scalplock— a very 
thin and scattering affair— but the 
old man is as sound physicaiiy now 
as before the shot was fired. 
That Baldwin escaped death or d a n ­ 
gerous injury is due to luck more 
than anything else. The w’ornan used
